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SGA discusses OFS, 
Senate, Kraft, etc.

A lengthy SGA meeting last 
Friday saw some accomplish- 
ments, discussion and & few verbal 

fireworks. 

At the previous meeting, the SGA 
overwhelmingly endorsed the OFS 
resolution calling tor a demon- 
stration at Queen's Park to pro* 
test the tuition hike. Last Friday 
only one volunteer (Don Miller, 
treasurer) offered to help organize 
transportation andcoordinaiepos- 
stble Lauren ban participants* 
Mike Slawny (U of S) proposed 
that It would be more practical 
to hold a protest rally right at 
Laurentlan than bussing a token 
amount of students to the Toronto 
rally. He pointed out the scarcity 
of concerned activists at Lau- 
rent ian and said that these people . 
and their efforts would be "spread 
thin" between the Toronto rally 
and a local one* 

In reply, SGA President Yvon 
Lachapelle, retorted that the SGA 
members' efforts would not be 
spread thin; in fact he blasted 

the SCA reps as being "fat with 
inaction". He said that, while tho 
Council supported the OFS motion 
regarding the demonstration, it 
didn't resolve any details of active 
Laurentlan participation In the 
process* In fact after all the dis- 
cussion, nothing was resolved on 
this matter. 

The next item dealt with Senate 
vacancies. Nobody ran for the two 
student Senate seats, during the 
by - election. However, after nom- 
inations closed, three students ap- 
proached the SGA offering to fill 
the vacancies. All three, Bill Ml- ' 
son, Richard Moore and Ray Auger 
were present at the meeting. The 
council decided not to re-open 
nominations (and waste another 
two weeks) but to choose two of 
the three interested right at the 
meeting. 

Thereupon Ray Auger launched 
into a nasty tirade at the SGA 
charging them with indecision re- 
garding the OFS demonstration. 

Auger then stated that he wanted 
the choice to be made by by- 
clectloos or etse the three would 
decide amongst themselves which 
two would sit on Senate. They did 
not wish the SGA to make tui 
choice because of its "proven 
indecision" and hypocritical stand 
on OFS. 

Then thor Procluk - an observer 
at *ttwr meeting, blasted the SGA 
charging that the SGA was not at 
all Interested in the OFS dem- 
onstrations. Regarding the nom- 
ination of two Senators by SGA 
be said "It doesn't matter in Senate 
who you appoInt*..the Senate 
doesnt care one bit who you ap- 
point because you're more hypo- 
critical than they are! They 
(the administration and faculty) 
believe in what they're doing even 
if they're doing wrong. You don't 
believe in what you're doing at 
all because you don't have the guts 
to stand up and do something". 
In reply, Lachapelle stated that 
the SGA's choice among the throe. 
candidates are nominations which 
have to.. be. rati fled by. Senate, i 
Other students ;nisy lalio present j 



themselves to Senate and let It 
decide who would be the student 
senators. The SGA stuck to its 
guns however on its right to nom- 
inate people for such positions 
in the case of no one running 
during by-elections. 

Many pressing issues are 
coming up in Senate soon; prob- 
ably this week. Delays caused by 
another by-election could have 
serious repercussions for there 
are several pressing Issues on 
Senate that might have to be dis- 
cussed this week: budget cuts 
and the tenure hassle are very 
Important, Council, as the legally 
constituted representatives of the 
students, had every right todecide 
on this one. BUI Wilson and 
Richard Moore were nominated 
by Council by secret ballot* 
..- Council endorsed a Senate mo- 
tion to increase the number of 
student representatives from 6 
to 9j two foll-time students and 
the President of the SGA. Richard 
Woodiey suggested that this was a 
good time to try for parity rep- 
resentation on Senate (50% student 
composition). . This was rejected 
by the SGA because It was fat 
this demand would be unacceptable 

to Senate and, besides, not all 
positions would be filled anyway 
because of student apathy. 

Also, at Friday's meeting Coun- 
cil set' up a committee to study 
relations between the SGA and 
the Laurentlan student press. On 
the committee are Lyn Downer 
(Lambda editor), Gaston Tremblay 
(Reaction editor), Yvon Lachapelle 
and Professor Rand Dyck (neutral 
chairman). 

The committee isto recommend 
redefinition of financial and legal 
ties between the autonomous 
press, SGA and the Central Ad- 
vertising Bureau. As of now, for 
instance, Lambda Is subsidized 
by the SGA. In addition, as La- 
chapelle put It, the SGA pres- 
ident is "personally responsible 
for any libellous or idiotic state- 
ments published by Lambda and 
Reaction, He said that he did not 
want the role of censor of the 
newspaper. He did not see this 
as his official role vis-a-vis an 
autonomous press. Legal and fi- 
nancial responsibilities would be 
shifted If the newspapers ever 
incorporate - as was often sug- 
gested in the past. A motion thai 
..a committee meetings be open 
tt the students was defeated (6 pro, 
7 con, 5 abstentions). 

Council was informed that the 
final decision for the release of 
second term OSAP cheques vests 
with the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities. There Is some doubt 
whether OSAP cheques would be 
released if students withhold pay- 
ment of second term tuition fees. 
There is a standing order from the 
MInlstery dating back to 1969 pro- 
hibiting release of OSAP cheijues 
under such circumstances* 

Laurentlan President E.J.Mon- 
ahan will find out from the" min- 
ister whether this standing order 
is valid for this situation. Further- 
more, 7 Dr. Monahan promised to 
discuss the entire problem con- 
cerning, upcoming OSAP cheques ■ 
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Just another interesting SGA council meeting. You can tell by the thrilled expressions that the meeting 
was extremely exciting. 



and the Board of Governors. 

Last Friday, Versafoods ap- 
parently without the university's 
authori ration, raised prices on 
some of Its products. Yvon La- 
chapelle immediately complained 
to ' the university's business 
officer, Mr. Lemire, about the 
increase prices and the declining 
quality and choice in food at the 
cafeteria- 
Mr. Lemire promised to re- 
instate the former prices Im- 
mediately and yesterday started 
an investigation Into food ser- 
vices; variety, quality and cost. 
The SGA will revive Its dormant 
Food Committee to keep a running 
check on food services on be- 
half of the students, especially 
as Yvon put it "the people in 
residencestuck with meal cards 
sjiu ine funny money". 



Council allowed a group of four 
Laurentlan students promoting the 
"Keep Ten" cards to pubticize 
their material on campus with SGA 
support. Keep Ten cards cost 
$3.00 eacn ana allow the students 
10% discount on items bought at 
certain stores. For each member- 
ship sold by tho Keep Ten people, 
the SGA gets a cut of the action 
($.40). (Further info regarding 
Keep Ten is plastered all over 
the walls so check it out.) 

The SGA Intends to publish a 
bilingual supplement periodically 
in Lambda concerning finances, 
aims, goals, achievements, etc. 
A motion to set up a committee 
to work on this toiled though - 
oddly enough, Lachapelle says 
that, committee or no committee, 
the SGA will put out a supple- 



ment somehow. 

Despite strong efforts by 
Richard Woodiey (UC) and Bill 
Scandlan (UC), a motion sup- 
porting the NFU boycott of Kraft 
goods failed to carry (t pro, 
2 con, G abstentions). The motion 
will be clarified and brought up 
at the next council meeting. 

SGA was informed that price 
increases for use of Laurentlan's 
Daycare Centre will affect only 
non-student parents. 

The meeting was well attended 
by observers and SGA alike, with 
the recent by-election and accla- 
mations the SGA Council is now 
a Ml force of 25, All the new 
SGA reps turned out and most 
of them, though freaked out by 
some of the proceedings, stuck 
around for the full three hours. 



Senate-Nipissing in conflict

The real gut issueoflast Thurs- 
day's Senate meeting came from 
a controversial Report of Aca- 
demic Council, concerning a pro- 
posal that Senate approve a'Mhlrd 
year Artsprogram", for Nipisslng 
College in North Bay* 

At present Nipisslng College 
which Is one of Laurentlan's af- 
filiated colleges, offers a two 
year full-time arts program and 
third year courses In extension. 
What the Nipisslng College brief 
proposed was that Senate acknow- 
ledge a full-time third year arts 
program, whereas the only third 
year courses offered now are 
extension programs. With the ac- 
ceptance by Senate, Nipisslng 
College would offer in 1973-74 a 
three year arts program leading 
to a general B.A. 

The discussion that followed 
seemed to be of the worst, most 
biased discussion Senate has taken 
part In this year. Senate members 
were In total disagreement to Nip- 
isslng College's proposal, and at 
one point in the question period 
a Senate member assumed that 
the motion would be defeated it It 
.yas. .carriod.to, a.yoto, .A moUoa, j 
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the proposal to the Senatemeeting 
on December 7th, but was defeated. 
Yet after further discussion a 
motion to reconsider the defeated 
motion was placed before Senate, 
The referral was carried. 

This particular incident shows 
the state of flux this and other 
universities are in this year. With 
enrollment down and budget cuts 
pending in many departments, un- 
iversities at large are reluctant 
to attempt many new innovations 
until a study of the problem can 
be evaluated. 

The "Presentation" by Lauren- 
tlan to the Committee on Univer- 
sity Affairs has been completed. 
Senate accepted the "Pres- 
entation''* The "Presentation" is 
a discussion and report by this 
university on its position, needs 
and proposals for the coming years 
In educational finance. 

Senate also discussed a pro- 
cedural problem concerning the 
raaforlty of votes cast on a motion 
that the Directors of the Profes- 
sional Schools no longer have ex- 
officio membership on Senate. The 
motion was subsequently carried. 
This gives tjie directors voting 
.positions on Senate, whereas they 
\\ were non-voting members. before.

There are now forty-seven voting 
members on Senate, with two stu- 
dent positions still vacant. 

Dr. Monahan announced that he 
was asked to set up an advisory 
committee to deal with the gover- 
ning policy and problems of ad- 
ministration concerning the new 
student housing complex. There 
arc eight or nine members on 
the committee, four of which are 
students. 

On reports, the executive com- 
mittee presented the list of po- 
sitions filled by students to com- 
mittees of Senate. A question was 
raised as to whether Lachapelle 
was eligible to hold a position 
on the finance committee because 
he was not a fulMlrne student. 
A student senator pointed out that 
Lachapelle was the elected rep- 
resentative of the students and 
consequently in contact with more 
problems than most other stu- 
dents. Senate approved the list 
of students to committees of Sen- 
ate but not until alter attempts 
to define a "student". 

It was announced from theCom- 
mlttee on Appointments and Pro- 
motions that Pro lessor Darras re- 
ceived a move' within rank 
. to step ; (5) of 'Associate Dean,

There wilt be no New Year's 
Eve Party this year because last 
year's party lost six hundred dol- 
lars. As well, attendance last year 
showed a lack of interest among 
students and staff is hard to get 
on that evening. 

Many students have also won- 
dered why there was no Home 
coming weekend. The reason It 
was not held was that Souliere 
did not think it would be serving 
Its purpose since Laurentian does 
not have an alumni association 
and It would Just be another ex- 
cuse for a drunk* As well, he 
srud that he did not have the 
tine to organize it. . 

Despite all these activities, ma- 
ny students voice dissent over how 
the events arc run. At the Ma- 
jor Hoop'e's dance, there were 
no soft drinks sold. Students 
were told if they want a soft 
drink to go upstairs and buy one. 
However, one student expressed 
concern over the fact that the 
students who bought these soft 
drinks were not allowed back into 
the dance until tney had finished 
the drink. Another student asked 
why the prices for beer and Uquor 
could'nt be lowered at a dance 
if the previous dance made a sub- 
stantial profit. Concern was also 
expressed by i\mimb*r of first 
year students about frosb week. 
They felt that most of the activities 
were not helpful to the frosh 
but were merely Intended to make 
money off the frosh* 

At any rate, if anyone wants 
to help in , future planning and 
organisation of social events, they 
are asked to get in touch with

Versafoods enforces rules

Versa Foods, the only licensed 
caterer on campus has apparently 

decided that the time has come 
to strictly enforce all rules re- 
garding* meal tickets. 

According to the meal ticket, 
the following constitutes a full 
course meal: 1 soup or Juice, 
1 main course, 1 portin of veg- 
etables, 1 dessert, 1 portion of 
potatoes, 1 roll or Z slices of 
bread, 2 butter patties, and 1 
tea, coffee, or regular site mtlk 

or soft drink. 
At the commencement of the 

school year, some students took 

advantage of their meal tickets 



aid loaded up their trays, partic- 
ularly with second and indeed 
third drinks. The Versa Foods 
cashiers helped to confuse tills 
matter by letting the students 
£0 through their cashes with these 

extras* 

Now, the cashiers are stopping 
the students and telling them that 

they must pay for these extras. 
Imagine the anger of one indi- 
vidual (who requested that he re- 
main anonymous) when told he 
had to pay 60 cents extra for 
his meal. He felt that Versa Foods 
had started a precedent by allowing 

the students to fill their plates 
and go through the cashes with no 
extra payment Although he ad- 



mit'*! 80 cents was more than 
the students should take, he be- 
lieved that they should be allowed 
at l^ast a second drink, 

•ir. Hank Briede, manager of 
\*..su Foods admitted that th* 

decision to take this action car.o 
from his office. He felt ifcai it 
was uneconomical for him to give 
unlimited seconds to the sixty 
students on meal tickets and that 
M would be unfair to those who 
paid on a strictly cash basis. 
Mr. Briede said "If 400 peoplo 
bought meal tickets, J could give 
unlimited seconds" but with rising 
costs, he could not do this without 
raising his prices for those paying 
cash. 




Last week we ran a story about a $50,000.00 reduction In the academic budget with the removal of a 
few lobs.

Since it amounts to an alternate paper, 
perhaps you find It strange that we would 
allow it to be printed. The explanation for 
this apparent misnomer, is simple. First 
we are friendly people, and second, we 
are presently involved Sn meetings to de- 
cide the future of the paper and so feel 
compelled to treat the SCA with some 

kindness. 

The major reason, however, Is that we 
want you to be able to see the mistakes of 
the SGA as reported by them. People think 
that our reporting of the situations that the 
SGA find themselves in are Incredible. 
Therefore, by reading the supplement, you 
will be able to note that the situations 

are real. 
A few little notes are in order, however. 



In the OFS part, the flgure of support is 
stated at 40,000, This figure Is incorrect. 
Only 38,000 students voted, and of this 
some 75$ supported the demands of the 
OFS. A far cry from 40,000. 

If you are a commerce student, we 
suggest that you take this supplement to 
your profs. Show them the budget. Hear them 
laugh. Haw Haw Haw. It Is a funny supple- 
ment. It is a funny budget. Look at the 
allocation of expenses, even to a non- 
accounting type they are Incredible, Ask 
for a complete budget and note that ad- 
ministration expenses charged to the pub 
are astounding. Note that the pub made a 
profit of $40,000.00 before these expenses 
were added.

The Lambda 
budget has not been decided yet. It has been 
calculated that Lambda needs $9,810,00 this 

year just to operate. Whether we are to 

take from this supplement that the proposed 

budget has been disregarded, is not clear. 

It appears that the SGA has deflnitely stated 

a budget of $7,000,00, yet another unclear 

point.

More Survey 

Dear Sir: 

With regard to the article by 
Mr. Wade Lecour concerning the 
Political Science Election survey 
conducted by Professor Wagner 



and Sinclair, there are some points 
which I feel* as a professional 
Social Scientist, cannot go 

unheeded. 

It would appear that Mr. Lecour 
either misunderstood what I said, 
or that he had better enroll In a 
course In elementary statistical 
techniques. His reporting reveals 
gross Ignorance on his part of 
modern social science. The range 
in the prediction of the vote for 
each party has built Into It a 5% 
art margin of error. For his 
benefit I will demonstrate how 
this concept is achieved. The for- 
mula employed Is: 
Se- px q 
n" 

Where Se equals standard error 
of the parties vote; P equals pro- 
portion of party vote; q equals 
l-pj n equals sample size. 

Thus, tor example, when one 
flpds on the basis of a sample 
size of 327 (I am excluding hero 
the people who said "don't know" 
in reply to our question on voting 
intention) tliat the Liberals have 
Gl% of the vote we can calculate 
the range within which the Liberal 
vote will fall 05 times out of I'M) 
(one of thopropertiesof the normal 
distribution states that 955 of the 
cases fait within two standard 
errors either side of the mean. 

Thus, to find the Liberal 
Standard error: p equals 0.1G; 
q equals 0.39; n equals 327. 

Therefore Se {Liberal vote) 
*quals 

0.16 x 0,39 
327 

equals 0.02GD- 

We multiply this by 4 in order 
to obtain the two standard errors 
on both sides of the mean. 

Our final answor is therefore 
10.78 or 10,8 (rounded off to one 
decimal place). 

Our final step is to add M% 
to Gl% and subtract 5.4% from 
Cia (5.4% being half of 10.85). 
The range within which the Lib- 
eral vote wilt fall Is 55.6% and 
GG.5%. The official count from the 
Returning Office Indicated that the 
Liberal share of the vote will 
bo 55.1%. We have therefore been 

out 0.5%. 

Even if we include the "don't 
knows" which we did when I gave 
the figures to Mr. Lecour we find 
that our prediction falls hcactly 
within the range. I have, for my 
own curiosity calculated the 
ranges for the other parties (in- 
cluding and excluding the don't 
know), and It Is found that the 
Progressive Conservatives and 
New Democratic Parties fait with- 
in our range (the official count 
even brings the Progressive Con- 
servatives within our range some- 
thing which the results on Polling 
night did not do. 

The final factor which ! wish 



to mention relates to Survey re- 
search In general. Such studies 
whether they be Gallup Polls or 
academic surveys obviously be- 
gin some time before polling day 
Itself. This means that there is 
a possibility of shift In opinion 
on the part of peopte interviewed 
after they have responded to the 
questionnaire. This is a human 
factor which no Social Science 
technique can control. Moreover 
with the relatively large don't 
know factor such as we had, com- 
plications are inextricably going 
to enter into any predictions. 

I hope that the above points 
will enable the reader of this 
newspaper not only to understand 
some of thetechnlcalltles involved 
In such research, but they will 
Inform them of the inaccuracies 
conveyed In the reporting of the 
Sinclair Wagner Federal Election 
Study.

I must congratulate the Lambda 
staff for once again re-lnforclng 
your newspaper's tradition of re- 
porting on features about which 
the reporter has a complete void 
of knowledge. Your latest contri- 
bution to this form of Journalism 
is the article on Election &irvoys 
(Lambda, Nov. a). Mr. Lecour, 
the author, managed to arive at 
his conclusions that the Sinclair 
Wagner pre-election surveys of 
1971 and 1972 were not within 
the normally accepted margin of 
error - a position contrary to 
both academic observers within 
the Laurentian community and 
professional observers outside in 
this city - by a series of clever 
devices. The usual Lambda tech- 
nique of misquoting provided the 
basic foundation for his con- 
clusions. Quoting Professor Sin- 
clair that a flve-percent margin 
of error was not desired, but a 
vague 10& range of variation was 
hoped for, merely confuses the 
issue. (This may not be a mis- 
quote, merely that Mr. Lecour 
was unable to understand Pro- 
fessor Sinclair's academic com- 
ments.) However, Mr. Lecour f s 
confusion can be excused since 
scientific methodology can be- 
fuddle any person not familiar with 
the techniques. Further slanted 
reporting could be found with care- 
fully selected word choices which 
implied the surveyors weretrylng 
to sweep under the rug their 
mistakes. Words like "excuses" 
rather than " analyses" provided 
the poison pen touch that was 
needed. Finally, Mr. Lecour pro- 
vides proof of his assault In the 



form of statistical evidence of 
the survey's inaccuracies. Of 
course, these statistics compared 
the "predicted amount" of the 
vote in comparison with the 
"actual amount" in proper 
reporting style. The problem lies 
with which figures were used in 
determining the "predicted a- 
mount". What Mr. Lecour re- 
ported were the surveys actual 
responses which included some 
22% undecided answers. Professor 
Sinclair adjusted the surveys ans- 
wers so that projections could be 
made and then released those pro- 
jections prior to both elections. 
Below Is the comparison of the 
projected vote with the actual 
vote - Heave you to decide whether 
or not those projections fall within 
a 5% margin of error:

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The Cul-dd-Sac and La Boutade were opened 
In September 1971 in the hope of providing 
the students of Lauren tian with on campus 
services that were badly needed* 
For a multitude of reasons , ranging from 
high wages, expensive groups , low prices and 
and some mismanagement, we found ourselves 
with a deficit of close to $20000, on the 
71-72 financial statements. The actual status 
of these services only came to light near 
the end of August. The executive went to 
work on reducing all S*G*A. budgets and 
restructuring actual management positions 
so as to permit the continuation of 
these services. 

SEPTEMBER: 

A Service Manager was hired 
to supervise store, pub, and other 
cultural and social activities. High 
priced staff was trimmed to a minimum 
and increase in prices were announced 
for the two major services. 
The S.G.A. executive and council felt 
a great need to stabilize these services, 
and insure protection of a break even 
this year for the simple reason that 
the Association cannot possibly carry 
another large deficit as it did in the 
past year. 

If a profit ensues from the operation 
it would permit the enhancement cf the 
physical outlook of both locations. 
The pub is in a safe position at this 
time. Therfore you will see a drop in 
prices and added machinery. Draught 
services are also being studied very 
seriously at this time. 

The aim is to build a viable enterprise 
that will gives tudents the best deal 
possible in the long run. 

You must remember that part of the large 
deficit encounterd in the store last 
year was due to the large number of 
rip-offs by students. New measures have been 
implemented to stop this but it is clacr 
that no matter how small, it will reflevt on 
hte prices in the store. 

It is impossible to give the fullest 

explanationin this short space on the services 
but you can get them from the S.G.A. office » 
through our manager* accountant or executive. 
Monthly reports will be published as soon as h 
they are avaible to keep you aware of the 
financial sicaution as the year progresses. 
Pleasing everybody is impossible but for 
those of you who have suggestions we 
strongly urge you to communicate them to 
us, not onlyi to your fellow students.

Williams denied rumours Oc- 
tober 31 that the Council of On- 
tario Universities (COU) planner! 

to advocate withholding the second 
instalment of students' student a- 

ward cheques until they puid their 
fees In full. The COU Is the 
association of Ontario university 

presidents. 

He complained that the univer- 
sities "have no defenses" against 
either thegovernment'sunilateral 
fees boost or the students' strike 
threat. They're like the "ham In 
the sandwich ", he said* 

"This Is not a probleii. of the 
university's choosing, but It is 
the body that stands to lose," he 
said. 

He estimated t'»at more than 
$2 trillion will *e affe?teo u 
those students who have yet to 
pay their tell fees withhold those 

payments in January* 

Williams also referred to 
a letter drafted by the COU April 10 
that protested the Ontario gov- 
ernment's fee Increase. 

The letter "strongly protested" 
the increase, which was seen as a 
deterrent to enrolment. It said an 
accompanying Increase In student 
award hinds should have been 

made, 

Williams added that the fee In- 
crease had been carefully dis- 
cussed and although the loan por- 
tion of Ontario Student Awards 
Is up, "It's still a bargain". 

Adlington said that a fee strike 
would have an impact out of pro- 
portion to normal years because 
of the university's deficit budget* 
He explained the university would 
not only lose the interest on the 
funds, but because of the tight 
money problems, may have :o 
borrow money to cover operat t £ 

expenses. 
"Are students going to fight 

the government until the last un 
Iversity (goes under)?" Williams 
asked. "I think It's about time" 
that students started thinking aboui 

that aspect.

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Students examine education in Ontario

As Topp and Van Leeuwen point 
out in their "Study of Post Sec- 
ondary School Education in North- 
eastern Ontario",, education In 
certain instances ""has become 
a consumer good for our society 
and Is often sold to people who 
do not really require it/* In their 
report, however, they stress that 
the needs for improved educational 
opportunities In the area are real* 
The probtem is to define, evaluate 
and adequately remedy the ed- 
ucational deficiencies. 

Laurentlan initiated their study 
of the requirements of the region 
early this summer when it be- 
came evident that the recom- 
mendations of the Commission on 
Post Secondary Education • In 
Northeastern Ontario were short- 
sighted and failed to reflect the 
area's needs adequately* Under 
the direction of Dr. H. Albert, 
Vice - President (Academic and 
student Affairs) pro tern, of Lau- 
rentlan, Robert Topp and David 
Van Leeuwen, two students who 
are extremely familiar both with 
university affairs and with the 
northeastern region, carried out 
this basic appraisal of the needs 
and opportunities of the region, 
the available resources for post 
secondary education, and the role 
of Laurentlan in meeting regional 
needs* The study was to be largely 
exploratory In nature in order to 
provide a background for future 
investigation of probtem areas. 
As Dr. Albert pointed out. It was 
hoped that the government would 
become aware that there is a 
definite need for more intensive 
studies of the area In the near 
future* 

Data was collected, mainly In 
the form of unstructured inter- 
views with Individuals* from a 
broad cross -section of labour 
groups, community orgaidzations, 
business men and civic leaders 
who are involved In post secondary 
school education. Findings from 
the interviews were grouped by 
community and compared* Focal 
points were SaultSte, Marie, Tim- 
mlns and North Bay, though inter- 
views were also conducted in Elliot 
Lake, Halleybury, New Liskeard, 
Klrkland Lake, South Porcupine, 
North Bay, Burkes Falls and Lau- 
rentlan itself* 

From the outset Topp and Van 
Leeuwen recognize that the area 
has many other presslngandmore 
basic needs than post-secondary 
education, notably In the areas 
of economic development and so- 
cial welfare. They present a 
brief section from the Ontario 
Department of Treasury and Ec- 

wusc 



onomlc's "Design for Develop- 
ment, Northeastern Ontario Re- 
gion, Phase I", a 1971 publica- 
tion, to Illustrate the outlook and 
statistical evidence leading to the 
Department's failure to ratepost- 
secondary education as top prior- 
Sty. They are also well aware of 
the Inadequacy of the argument 
that a university attracts money 
in the form of research Arms 
and indfrtduals to an area. What 
they do note, however, is that 
limited educational opportunities 
for secondary school graduates 
has led to considerable "out mi- 
gration" of younger people. They 
suspect that many of those who 
do leave the area for schooling 
have faith in the promises of 
social mobility of the educational 
system of the sixties. Hence they 
feel that full -time, in-school pro- 
grams In the region are "a 
must". They do consider though, 
that expensive programs such as 
medicine or post-graduate studies 
should be discouraged at present. 

They stress that programs must 
be appropriate for the region. 

As outlined by the study, the 
opportunities in the main centres 
vary considerably. In addition to 
many of Its own programs, Elliot 
Lake's Center for Continuing Ed- 
ucation provides physical space 
and facilities tor those of the 
area who are taking courses of- 
fered through Laurentlan Univer- 
sity. Most of these students are 
individuals upgrading their qual- 
ifications for professional 
reasons. Few young people take 
part-time studies and outmlgra- 
tlon is much more common. In 
the New. Llskeard/Klrkland Lake 
area, besides Laurentlan's ex- 
tension program, there are four 
Institutions, Halleybury Campus 
of Northern College, which offers 
mining technology programs; Nor- 
thern College, Kirkland Lake cam- 
pus; a Regional School of Nursing 
at Klrkland Lake and the New 
Liskeard Agricultural College. In 
Tlmmlns proposals were made in 
June, 1972, to meet the immediate 
needs of the Tlmmlns Community 
with a greatly expanded extension 
program and a full-time co- 
ordinator to be stationed in the 
area. Various teaching methods 
are being considered* The intro- 
duction of French language sec- 
ondary schools in the area has 
led to an increased demand for 
francophone teachers and it Is 
likely provisions for training new 
teachers will have to be increased. 

Algoma College In Sault Ste. 
Marie and Niplssing College in 
North Bay are both affiliated with 
Laurentlan and, though the Com* 
mission on Post Secondary Ed- 
ucation In Northeastern Ontario 



Seminar in India 



Would you like to go to India 
a member of a group of Can- 
adian students and faculty next 
summer? This opportunity could 
be yours as Laurentlan will be 
sending a student to participate 
In the World University Services 
of Canada Seminar in India from 
June to August of t973. 

This International experience 
is offered to approximately 35 
students from all Canadian un- 
iversities. It Is a great oppor- 
tunity to travel and study in a 
foreign country meeting with other 

university students, faculty, gov- 
ernment and community represen- 
tatives. 

The total cost of the Seminar 
has not yet been determined but 
the National WUSC Office will 
raise a portion of the cost and 



hilly, raise the balance* This

, personal expenses and post- 
seminar travel, for WUSC will 
cover the cost of the return flight 
Canada-India plus travel, accom- 
modation, and meals for the dur- 
ation of the six-week seminar.

advocated separatism, the report 
points out that the student pool 
in the region is of too modest a 
size to warrant such a move, 
especially when considerable out- 
migration of students to the south 
is likely to continue. The Lauren- 
tlan representatives experienced 
hostility on these campuses and 
their report subsequently is 
sketchy in these two vital areas. 

In addition to Ktplsstng College, 
Cambrian College of Applied Arts 
and Technology, North Bay 
Teacher's College and St. Joseph's 
School of Nursing also offer pro- 
grams in North Bay. However, 
unlike Laurentlan, the report 
points out, "none of the fcur In- 
stitutions in the area had under- 
taken the development of French 
language programs and in most 
cases did not plan to in the near 
future." 

Even though Northeastern On- 
tario has one of the largest con- 
centrations of francophones in the 
province, It was not until I9C8 that 
the Ontario government provided 
French language secondary ed- 
ucation for Franco-Ontarlans* 
Topp and Van Leeuwen state that 
"the range of opportunities for 
the Franc o-On tar Ian are muchtoo 
limited both at the university and 
community college level." The re- 
searchers anticipate that this will 
soon become a major problem 
and "the clashes which surrounded 
the conflicts over provisions of 
French language secondary educa- 
tion will be replayed." 

Laurentlan was designed to 
serve the needs of the region's 
French speaking population. How- 
ever, It has had "great difficulty 
In mounting adequate French pro- 
grams," the report states. The 
only community college that offers 
French programs In the province 
is Algonquin In Ottawa. With an 
Increasing number of franco- 
phone and bilingual secondary 
schools, demand for further ed- 
ucation In the French language 



Is bound to develop. 

For both francophones and 
anglophones, library facilities In 
the area are noticeably Inadequate. 
Public libraries are at a mere 
subsistence level compared to 
those in Southern Ontario. They 
try to provide as much circulation 

as possible with little In the way 
of specialized reading material 
necessary for post secondary 
school programs. Collections In 
the secondary schools and com- 
munity col leges are comparatively 
good, but still Inadequate for those 
with interests beyond introductory 
programs* University libraries 
contain the largest collection of 
material in the region, though 
there Is an evident lack of mul- 
tiple copies. Laurentlan has also 
attempted to build up a collection 
of French language materials. 
This Is both expensive and dif- 
ficult because there Is "a real 
dearth of French language 
material In many scientific or 
specialized areas," the report 
points out. It is Interesting to 
note that library expenditures per 
capita in Northeastern Ontario 
in 1970 were at least 50% less 
than expenditures per capita for 
Toronto residents. 

During the late sixties, in both 
Southern and Northern Ontario, 
there were progressive demands 
for universities that were more 
socially critical. It was felt that 
academic work should be defined 
as much by social need and con- 
sequence as by the abstract de- 
mands of a discipline. The orien- 
tation of university programs be- 
gan to be more vocational, Topp 
and Van Leeuwen suggest that 
many students pursued post sec- 
ondary studies purely as a means 
to obtain some diploma which 
would lead to a better job and life 
style rather than because they 
valued what they were learning. 
Partly as a consequence of this 
syndrome, they consider that the 
traditional view that the role of 



the university cannot be a social 
one, or that it Is educating scholars 
rather than training technicians 
for rapid assimilation by lucrative 

enterprises is untenable. 

The report points out the suc- 
cess of the colleges of applied 
arts and technology In providing 
education for employment as well 
as a much wider range of educa- 
tional services for the region 
than previously off ered. Cambrian 
In Sudbury has even attempted to 
widen the availability ofprograms 
by scheduling its courses to suit 
the particular needs of shin 
workers in the area. The re- 
searchers stress that "despite 
the criticism that such approaches 
to education Isbolngtoopopularly- 

oriented and often frivolous, the 
attempts of the colleges to serve 
the community needs have been 
legitimate If not overdue/' 

In consideration of a rapidly 
decreasing student pool, public 
cynicism towards degree granting 
Institutions will have to be taken 
into consideration. Just as the 
myth of "scholars are dollars'* 
has been exploded, so the ivory 
tower mentality of academics who 
expect to be supported by public 
funds will have to be scrutinized 
more carefully. University pro- 
grams will have to catch up with 
a new dynamic social situation. 
It Is perhaps fortunate that 
people researching post secondary 
needs in the area are bias** tn 
the direction of continuing formal 
education. The ftilt impact ci .!;>• 
Interaction of human needs ....: 
personal values cannot be unuer* 
estimated In an educational uii 
social context IntheNorthea.M»... 
Ontario region especially, Hit- 
nature of the area will play a : ■«!*- 
in determining the objectives o: 
Laurentlan. In short, as Topp jr*: 
Van Leeuwen lucidly emphasize, 
"the success of Its chosen oU,et- 
tlves will lie basically In their 
relevance to the people they

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THE FIFTH COLUMN

This column has appeared to be mainly 
concerned with interpersonal relationships 
of a male-female orientation. However, it 
Is not meant to be interpreted in that 

exclusive a manner. 

It Is the opinion of this column that all 
human relationships are worthwhile and that 
love Is possible between any two humans. 
This column has stated that the full ex- 
pression of love requires the physical 
(sexual) expression of love. This column 
must* then, accept the naturalness of sexual 
relations between persons of the same sex. 
We cannot reject this unless we are willing 
to reject love between persons of the same 
sex; and we are not willing to do that. 

In considering the heterosexual • 

homosexual question we must deal with a 

number of contradictions which we may'not 

be able to resolve. 
The first being the fact that, in considering 

the homosexual person, our whole theory of 

socialisation is questioned, as the 

homosexual person does not fit into the pre* 

valent socialised role pattern* 

We must, then* put more emphasis on the 
physical aspect. If we accept the fact that 
some people tend to be sexually oriented 
towards the same sex, while others tend to 
be sexually oriented towards the other sex; 
we must accept a physical basis for this 
orientation. (We reject a social basis be- 
cause, due to the strong emphasis towards 
heterosexuallty dominant in our socializa- 
tion process, the homosexual person cannot 
be readily explained in terms of social- 
ization.) 

Does this mean that all people are pre- 
vented from completely loving Individuals 
of one of the sexes due to a basic sexual 
orientation? or is this just a dominant 



factor in each of us that may break down. 

The world would likely be a better place 
If we were all bisexual, and could all love 
each other completely. Perhaps we are. 

Perhaps this is where the socialization 
process comes Into effect. Perhaps people 
who are basically heterosexual are so so- 
cialized that they cannot conceive of their 
potential for completely loving a person of 
their own sex. And perhaps people who are 
basically homosexual, and realize their 
ability to completely love persons of their 
own sex, are prevented by the socialization 
process, through alienation or rejection, 
from perceiving their ability to completely 
love persons of the other sex. 

It is clear that any tendencies towards 
feelings of a homosexual nature are seen 
by the dominant heterosexual soctety as 
"immoral and that there is indeed great 
social pressure to suppress, reject, or 
rationalize these feelings away. If we accept 
the natural ability of all of us to completely 
love all of our fellow humans, regardless 
of sex, then wo must realize that somewhere 
along the lino this natural ability has been 
suppressed by the socialization process. 

The Individual who has not suppressed or 
rejected these natural feelings (towards 
persons of the same sex) is rejected by the 
dominant heterosexual society* Perhaps at 
this point a reverse-socialization process, 
manifested in a rejection of the dominant 
society and the dominant sexual orientation, 
suppresses that individual's natural ability 
to completely love persons of the other sex. 

The answers are not clear and will not 
be until we recognize and accept the natural- 
ness of all human relationships, regardless 
of whether they are between persons of the 
same sex or persons of the other sex.

In spite of the surprising per- 
formance of the Carleton club in 
that period, the spotlight undoubt- 
edly belonged to referee Jim Ram- 
sey, who called, (and here I'm 
almost at a loss of words), an 
Incredible game. 

Using his whistle with the reck-
